The Functions 
Of President

No matter what other people’s opinions 
may- he, a Student Council president should 
have one aim, and that aim is the student 
body. The phrase, “You can’t please all the 
people all the time, but only some of the 
people some of the time” is very character- 
istic of the choice a president must make 
in a decision. 

Whenever any decision is left up to him, 
he must decide whether that decision will 
profit the whole or not. 

During a term on the Council, the presi- 
dent finds many people who may he termed 
“moaners.” These people must be dealt 
with in a very firm way and must be made 
to understand the facts of the situation. 

Other than the main duties listed in the 
Student Council constitution, the president 
has many other little duties which are often 
never noticed by the students. 

As „ soon as he is elected, the. president’s 
first job is to set up a tentative calendar 
and a tentative budget. (This small job 
takes about five hours of work.) All com- 
mittees must he appointed by him and then 
approved by the entire Council. These two 
duties must he ‘■aken care of sometime in 
the month of May. 

Summer vaca ion is a time of leisure but 
not for the president. Records must be kept 
up^past minutes must be read, ideas must 
be sou gh t and other incidental items must 
be taken care of before September rolls 
around. 

• The Council president ' must give two 
lectures during orientation week to the 
freshmen.

numerous business letters. As far as 
technicalities are concerned, simple addition 
and subtraction are the main tools used by 
the treasurer. - .

Duties of the -.vice-president of the Stu- 
dent Council, or any Council member, can 
be classified in two categories, the specific 
and the general.

General duties consist in the whole Coun- 
cil working as one person to correlate func- 
tions and to see that activities are running 
smoothly. In other words, the vice-president 
is just a cog in the big wheel. 

This wheel consists of the. administration, 
the students and its axle, or mediator, ,the 
Council. There are too many people on 
campus who feel the whole idea of the 
Council is to fight the administration every 
inch and if a retreat is made, then the 
Council is known merely as a “yes” man. 
This idea is a fallacy. 

More correctly, the Council is a function- 
ing body of students who provide for their 
welfare in every phase of their social life. 

Radical changes can and should be made, 
but only when there is a chance for more 
student enjoyment in this phase of college 
life. 

Experience gained by these changes is 
applied for the betterment of this activity 
in future years. 

Experience, then, is a needed attribute 
for the Council* along with an understanding 
of both the student body and the adminis- 
tration. Flowing naturally from* these will 
be a good, hard-Working individual to repre- 
sent the students.
